Ordinary Layman’s: View.

It does not de- 
pend on the poverty or affluence of the city 
government at all. It depends upon the 
trust and willingness of the people them- 
selves to invest in this enterprise, Because 
the pecple drive us into doing this, force 
us into municipal operation, by their vote, 
It is.our duty to do so. ; 

** Now, how shall we proceed? asthe alder- 
man inquires.

Conference Seems Likely.

ASKS SBVBRE PENALTY. 


INJURY TO BATTLESHIP CONNEC- 
TICUT MAY LEAD TO NEW LAW. 


No Adequate Punishment for the or- 
fender if Detected—Admiral Capps 
Recommends Special Legislation 
and Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Indorses the Recommendation— 
Constructor Declares Only Skilled 
Men Could Have Done the Damage. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.—Admiral Capps, 
chief of the bureau of construction in the 
navy department, has recommended that 
special legislation be enacted which will pro- 
vide adequate punishment for those who dam- 
age or attempt to damage ships of the navy 
in the course of construction. Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Darling today indorsed the 
recommendation. 

This action has been taken because of the 
various attempts made to damage the battle- 
ship Connecticut in the New York navy yard. 
The recommendation for special legislation 
and indorsement were today made part of the 
report of William J. Baxter, constructor in

SAYS CHICAGO FEDERATION MUST 
- . OBEY BY NOV. 1. 


If It Fails to Comply With Order Re- 
garding -National Association of 
Plumbers Expulsion Must Follow— 
Sentiment of Lecal Central Body 
Supposed to Favor Defying National 
Organization — Five Hundred Men 
Engaged for Work at Pullman. | 


A new letter from President Samuel Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of Labor 
.t« the Chicago federation received yester- 
day brought the controversy between the 
two organizations to an acute stage. Gom- 
pers gave the local body until Noy. 1 to 
comply with the laws of the parent federa- 
tion. Revocation of the charter of the Chi- 
cago organization will follow failure to obeya 
the letter declared. 

There will be one meeting of the local 
federation before the date set by Gompers. 
While the conservative delegates advise 
obedience, the majority stand for a policy of 
defiance. This was the sentiment expressed 
by most of the speakers on Sunday. when 
the question of ousting the Franklin union, 
under instructions from was under 
discussion. 


Dispute of Plumbers’ Unions. 


The communication from the head of the 
American federation was in regard to the 
dispute between two rival unions of plumbers 
and steamfitters. It is an old fight. The 
United Association of Plumbers, Gasfitters, 
and Steamfitters is an international body 
and is affilated with the American federa- 
tion. The National Association of Plumbers 
has many local unions and claims to be the 
bona fide organization for the craft. 

Recognition has beer accorded by the Chi- 
eago federation to delegates from the } 
tional association and denied those from the 
United association. The fight also has been 
carried into conventions of the American 
federation, where the smaller union was 
ordered to amalgamate with the larger. 
This history is reviewed by Gompers in his 
letter and then he continues: 

“The council expects compliance with the 
letter. It finds Itself confronted with the 
alternative of now asking the central bodies 
to comply with the decision of the Boston 
convention. And unless the same is enforced 
by your federation on or before Nov: the 
charter of your central be re- 
voked.”’

NURSES IDLE IN CHICAGO, 


THEM OUT OF EMPLOYMENT. 


At Least One-Quarter of the 3,000 
Graduates and Thousands of Others 
Are Waiting for Cases—Weekly 
Health Bulletin Tells the Story and 
Various Places. Registration Con- 
firm It—Doctors Also Suffer from the 
Prevailing Conditions.

class. “ There is’no good wind but what 
blows somé one tll," said Dr. L. Blake Bald- 
win, discussing the generai duliness in the 
trained nurse market. “I can get fifty 
nurses for every case.” 

It is estimated that Chicago has 8,000 
graduate. nurses, to say nothing of thou- 
sands of undergraduates and “ practical ” 
nurses. From an investigation of the various 
registers and associations in the city it ap- 
pears that from one-third to one-quarter 
vf these are at present out of work. 


Health Bulletin Explains It. 

The explanation is found in the health de- 
partment bulletin issued for the month of 
September. It reads: 

“The same satisfactory condition of the 
public health noted in the bulletins for many 
weeks still ecntinues. Reports from the 
principal. hospitals show a slight decrease 
of their population instead of the usual sea- 
sonal increase, Not in many years have 
there been so few typhoid fever cases in 
their wards as at present—only 92 in the 
seven largest institutions and only 13 pnen+ 
monia cases. One-third of the existing cases 
are contracted outside the city. 

“ September, 1904, takes its ‘place in the 
vital statistics of the city as the lowest Sep- 
tember mortality on reeord. There are 112 
fewer deaths than during the corresponding 
month last year.” 

This tells the tale. Every nurse registry in 
the city, with the exception of those that 
supply out of town demands or have a regu- 
lar clientéle among the rich, reports a “ wait- 
ing list ’ of unusual size. 

“I have a working list of sixty furses,”’ 
said the manager of Aznoe’s register for 
nurses, 71 East Douglas place. “ The nurses 
that come to me for places tel] me that there 
are a gréat many out of work." 

At the Chicago Society for Nurses, 52 State 
street, a large waiting list was also re- 
ported.
